At a church meeting of the Bap- 
tist church Sunday, it was determin- 
ed to make an increase of $500 in 
the "pastor's salary, provided Dr. M, 
A. Jenkins can be induced to accept 
the call made Sept. 5. Dr. Jenkins 
h;iHf>t\ n called to Brantley church, 
' at a .salary of $2500 and the promise 
ipf an assistant. Also to Roanoke, 
^a., at $2,000 and the promise of an 
increase. The salary.here has been 
$1700 cash.a parsonage that will lent 
for $300 and a month's vacation on 
pay. This salary of $2000 has been, 
by vote of the church, increased to 
$2500, with the usual vacation but 
without the use of the parsonage. 
This puts Hopkinsville on an. even 
basis with Baltimore and ahead iof 
all other churches seeking Dr. Jen- 
kins' services. While he has repeat- 
edly saiir that he would not let the 
salary be a consideration in arriving 
at a decision, the church did not feel 
l^that it ought to expect a pastor to 
<jme whose services were in de- 
■^PndL elsewhere at a higher salary 
| bfcan f^e was offered here. It was 
' futher agreed that he would be 
granted a leave of absence to make 
6 trip to the Orient next year, he to 
furnish a supply during his absence. 
A final decision is expected from Dr. 
'Jenkins in a few days and if he 
comes he will be here by November 

Accepts Call to Texas. 

Rev. Chas. H. Nash, D. D., former 
pastor of the Hopkinsville Baptist 
church, whose resignation was ac- 
cepted Sept. 5, has accepted a call 
at Temple, Texas, and has already 
entered upon his duties. He left 
last Tuesday and has wired his fam- 
ily that he will not return to Hop- 
kinsville. Mrs, Nash and daughter, 
Miss May, will start for their new 
home in a few days. Dr. Nash's 
son, Chas. H. Nash, who is in busi- 
ness here, will remain. The salary 
is $2,000, a parsonage, the expense 
of moving and two months' vacation

Council Transacts Much 
' Routine Business Friday 
Night. 



CARNIVAL EXTENDED. 



Mayor Authorized to Draw 
Warrants For $15,000 
For Colored Schools. 



The city council met Friday night 
in regular session with the mayor 
and six councilmen present, Coun- 
cilman Ware being sick. 

Much of the time was taken up in 
correcting errors in the tax list. J. 
P. Tate, Mrs. J. D. Hill, L. Yonts, 
the American Snuff Co., and Flack 
& Dabney were among those whose 
lists were reported incorrect. These 
and other corrections made, aggre- 
gated about $30,000 of decreases 
from the reported list of $2,931,000. 

City Collector H. C. Moore report- 
ed that he had listed and verified 
property omitted by the assessor 
amounting to $78,700 property of 
whites and $28,400 of blacks. This 
leaves the total assessment a little 
more than $3,000,000. An applica- 
tion to open a saloon on Ninth street 
between Main and Virginia was re- 
fused. 

The National Fraternal Union 
made application for an extension of 
one week in their carnival privileges 
on account of the rainy weather, 
The extension was granted. 

The mayor was authorized to draw 
warrants from time to time, during 
next year, to the amount of $1,500, 
for the benefit of the colored public 
schools, same to be paid from the 
school fund. 

Councilman Clark, of the Corpora- 
tions committee, reported that L 
M. Shepherd, of the City Light Co. 
had submitted a proposition to renew 
the current street lighting con- 
tract upon the same terms, $75 each 
for 75 lights, and additional 
lights at $70 and when ninety 
lights were taken to make the price 
$70 on all of the lights. Councilman 
Davis moved to amend the proposi- 
tion to accept.90 lights for $6,000, or 
$66.66 each. This motion prevailed 
and Mr. Shepherd was given until 
the next meeting to consider it, al- 
though he stated that his company 
could not accept the price, as he ex- 
pected to put in a new and improved 
light system at a heavy outlay. The 
matter went over for two weeks. 

An ordinacce was passed provid- 
ing for opening a new street from 
Main street, north of Little River, 
to the north end of Elm street, tc 
be called "Means Avenue." It will 
run near the river and will be 40 
feet wide and 1,300 feet long, pass- 
ing through the lands of Mrs. S. A. 
Means and Dalton Bros. The land 
will have to be condemned in the 
usual ways. 

The street will supply a great need 
for a direct connection between the 
West side and North side of the city. 
It is proposed to open the street as 
soon as possible. 

An ordinance extending the fire 
limits ffrom Water street to Elm 
street, between Fourth and Eleventh 
streets, was passed. Also an ordi- 
nance prohibiting the erection with- 
in the fire limits of any structure 
built of iron. Only brick, stone or 
concrete walls will be considered 
fire-proof. 

The employment of an assistant to 
the Sexton, to live in one of the new 
cemetery cottages, was referred to 
the cemetery committee. 



Ready for Brick. 

The foundation for the Climax 
Mills building is about complete and 
the bricklayers were to begin work 
yesterday, but owing to the non-ar- 
rival of the expected steel beams 
that had been ordered, work was 
delayed a day or so. The manager, 
Mr. Ross Rogers, says the work will 
be pushed to as speedy a completion 
as possible.

DID POOR BUSINESS 



After Obtaining Permission 
for Continuance Afraid 
to Try Again. 



All is over, and the people feel 
glad of it. After a week of trying 
to pull through without losing mon- 
ey, the fall festival played out Sat- 
urday night. The Fraternal Union, 
composed of many of our best peo 
pie, is said to be in a great big hole 
in its effort to give the people 
of attractions worthy of their sup- 
port. They have the sympathy of 
the people, and it is not their fault 
that they "played to losing houses.!' 
The attractions were few, and did 
not "attract" as were expected. 

Mr. A. L. Midgley, whose job it 
was to do the speiling and control 
attractions, was seen yesterday, and 
was about as mad as a man often 
gets. He lays the whole blame on 
the committee, and says that the 
men were not treated as they 
d have been, and some of them 
did not have money enough to take 
them away from Hopkinsville, He 
said that Madame Cortley, the jug- 
gler, had started to Buffalo, N. Y., 
but he doubted if she had money 
enough to take her there. The Col 
iseum people, he said, were all in 
bad shape financially, and what they 
were to do he could not tell. 

The collapse of the festival may 
be attributed to several causes, prin- 
cipally from the fact that the peo- 
• pie have become tired of carnivah 
tend such like. Another reason U 
that many of the attractions that 
had been engaged failed to come.and 
there was really nothing to draw a 
crowd of any size. 

The show people, in their dilemma, 
have, we learn, determined to bring 
suit against the committee to recov- 
er from them what they claim is due 
them. The situation is most dis- 
couraging to the show people, and 
many of them may have to stay here 
much longer than they will like. 

Early yesterday morning the light- 
ing company was taking down its 
electrical aparatus, and many of the 
little catch-penny stands were over- 
turned, dejected actors and actress- 
es were sitting about the tent doors, 
a whole lot of fellows who had been 
connected with the festival were 
gathered about the ground! 
groups, and everything wore the 
look of failure and hopelessness. 

This may be the last' carnival we 
will have for years.

QRDINANGENO. 36 

An ordinance to amend and reordain 
Sec. 2 of Chapter 18, of the 
General Ordinances of the City 
of Hopkinsville, 
Be it ordained by the Board of 
Council of the City of Hopkinsville, 
Kentucky: 

That Section 2, of Chapter 18, of 
the General Ordinances of the City 
of Hopkinsville, be amended by 
striking out the word iron and sub- 
stituting the word concrete, so that 
said section when amended will read 
as follows: No person or corpora- 
tion shall remove to or build within 
said fire limits any business house, 
workshop, mill, house, manufactur- 
ing establishment, warehouse, 
church, school house or livery stable 
unless the walls are built entirely of 
stone, brick or concrete, and covered 
with metal, slate or other noncom- 
bustible material, and with metal, 
stone, concrete or brick cornice, 
with metal or wooden brick lookouts 
to which the cornice is attached, if 
lookouts are used, and with stone, 
brick, concrete, or iron window caps 
and sills, and all back door frames 
or cases, and the shutters to same, 
to be covered on the outside with 
iron, zinc or other metal, with good 
fastenings to secure same when 
closed.". And to have sufficient and 
suitable partition walls between and 
extending above each building. 

This ordinance to take effect and 
be in force from and after its ad- 
option, approval and publication. 
Adopted Oct. 19th, 1906.

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Where the Millions 
of Postal Cards Come From 



Big Factory In Maine Which Turns Out 2,300.000 
of Them Every Day for Uncle Sam 



Considered from the standpoint of 
the Individual, the postal card Is such 
an Insignificant bit of pasteboard, that 
few stop to think what Uncle Sam'a 
postal card business In the total 
amounts to. Millions of them! Torra 
upon tons of them! Train load af- 
ter train load of them! And where 
do they all come from? From Maine. 

While the email oblong piece of 
cardboard, which presents the easiest 
way of communication through the 
mails, la rarely considered aa a prod- 
uct, the fact or the matter la that 
carloads upon carloads go to the chief 
cities of the country. Cities like ISos- 
ton and New York use on an average 
more than two carloads of postal cards 
a month, and the making of the card- 
board, the printing and the* cutting 
are all done In Maine. At Rumford 
Falls this one product forma one of 
the great industries of the place, and 
it will continue to be so for at least 
the next four years for the govern- 
ment contract for the manufacture 
of 'these postal cards has Just been 
again awarded to the paper company 
there. 

UndeT the previous contracts there 
were nanufactured during the pre- 
ceding *wr years 3.200,000,000 postal 
cards and 60,000,000 were made dur- 
ing the month of June last. 

There pass through Boston daily in 
registered snail cars 3,500,000 i*>stal 
carda «w their way from Rumford 
Kails. Me., to tho sub-agencies scat- 
tered OTer the country. 

The carda may bo said to be entire- 
ly a Maine product. The logs are 
taken directly from the Maine spruce 
forests and chemically transformed 
Into the pulp from which the postal 
paper is made at the Oxford mill. 



them out the right size. There are 
four cutting machines. One cuta 
them into long strips, one postal card 
In width. Tho throe smaller ma- 
chines cut the strips Into the postal 
cards of regulation slie aa we buy 
them at the post offlcea. 

Three alert young women feed 
theso Btrlps into the cutters. When 
25 cards are bitten off by the sharp 
knlrea of the machine, tho receiving 
rack is turned; over and the quarter- 
hundred cards are bound Into a packet 
with a gummed paper atrip. 

The girls who gum the packagea 
together hare to be very spry. With 
a dozen gummed strips held between 
their lips, their trained fingers hover 
over the straight edged packa of poa- 
tal carda like humming birds, till 
with a dash and a flutter the band la 
in place and a second packet la la 
readlnesa for a band. 

Oue young woman Is behind each 
machine to box these packets, and 
others are kept busy folding the paste- 
board boxes In which they are packed, 
500 carda being placed in a box. 

The pasteboard packages are placed 
In wooden boxes of different sizes. 
They hold 5,000, 10,000 and 50,000 
carda. The boxes aro very strong and 
are nailed together at tho postal card 
mill by machinery. 

Prom Rumford Falls, which Is called 
the chief agency, shipments are mada 
to the sub-agencies, which are Wash- 
ington, Cincinnati, St. Louis and Troy, 
N. Y. 

All smaller offices In the United 
States must make requisition to these 
sub-agencies for cards, unless they 
are In the list of cities whose busi- 
ness la so extensive In postal carda 
as to require carloads shipments. 




The Mills Where Uncle Sam'a Postal Carda Are Made. 



After the logs have been chewed up 
and chemically treated the pulp flows 
Into a big vat called the "dlgeater." 
Here the pulp looks like a rich churn- 
ing, but is In reality the solution from 
which the cards are made — carda that 
will later carry written messages all 
over the civilized world. 

The wood pulp is flowed out on a 
screen of such fine mesh that the 
paper Is long In gathering, and the 
result of this more than ordinary 
thorough shaking Is a firm, smooth 
card of the familiar cream yellow, 
free from inequalities of texture and 
free from all flakes or shadows when 
held to the light. 

In the big, clean finishing room, 
where the floor is littered with a clut- 
ter of book and news paper, sit a 
score or more neatly attired women, 
busy and happy, smoothing the great 
sheets of book and postal stock into 
piles. The least defect In the surface 
ib detected at once by their super- 
sensitive finger tips, and sheet after 
sheet ia rejected for a blemiBh invis- 
ible save to touch. 

Great trucks carry the postal paper 
to the priuting establishment, but be- 
fore the presses are Bet to work each 
truckful must be Inspected by a gov- 
ernment Inspector. This Inspector 
first applies the bulk gauge, to prove 
that the postal card U up to standard 
In thickness. 

The contract requires that each 
sheet be one-eleven-thousandth part of 
an Inoh In thickness. So lf the needle 
whirls around the face of the Indica- 
tor and atops again at 165, all la well. 
The aecond requirement Is that every 
sheet shall endure the test of 50 
pounds pressure to the square inch. 
So Into the strength tester goes the 
aheet from the truck load, the prea- 
aure is applied and the Indicator 
ahows the value of the sheet. 

The "blind man's test," or German 
teat, 1b the third to prove that the 
aurface of the card la properly reslned, 
sized or finished It is an applica- 
tion of vigorous pen and Ink. Should 
the Ink be absorbed, the surface ia 
Inferior in Us glaze. When the mark- 
ings ax* plainly apparent to the 
touch with "blind eyea," the calender- 
ing la satisfactory. 

Each sheet of stock fed Into the 
printing press la registered automat- 
ically, ao that an exact tally can be 
kept of all carda printed. 

The two presses have a united ca 
pevdty of 3,000.000 carda dally.

The average amount of messagea 
written in Boston on postal cards la 
ao great that two carload lots a month 
are required. The New York ship- 
ment is even larger. 

There ia no busy seaaon In the card 
mill. The same amount ia printed 
day after day. The government re- 
quires that a certain amount must be 
kept on hand at the factory. These, 
are kept in a fire and burglar proof' 
vault which has a capacity for hold- 
ing 100,000,000 cards. 



Novel Life Insurance. 

A cuiioue form of life insurance waa 
Introduced some years ago in French 
manufacturing towns under the name 
of La Fourrni (the ant). Tho pecu- 
liarity la that the longer a man lives 
the less he becomes entitled to. The 
payment of about a dollar a month 
assures the payment of $1,000 to the 
heirs of a man dying before the age 
of 38, the payment diminishing pro- 
portionately to »510 at 61. The idea 
seems to be that if a man dies young 
hiB children are likely to bo in want, 
but when he is 50 they will bp able 
to earn their own living. 



Electric Cloth the Latest. 
M. Camllle Herrgott, a well-known 
French engineer, Is sold to have In- 
vented a peculiar method of charging 
cloth with electricity in order to fur- 
nish beat to the wearer In cold 
weather. The idea la carried out by 
means of fine electric wires woven 
into the cloth, to charge which a very 
fine battery is needed. He calls his 
invention ' The Electric Thermophlle," 
and claims for it that it can be used 
In connection with all kinds of fa- 
brics, and does not alter their ordin- 
ary appearance or their usual flex- 
ibility. 



50.25 People on Each Train. 
The average number of pasaengera 
in each railroad train in the United 
States In 1904 was 50.25. This rep- 
resenta a growth from about thirty- 
nine a train, in 1898, but la atlll far 
below the development attained 
abroad. In 1898 Oermany carried an 
average of Beventy-one persona In 
each train, and India bad the large 
figure of 189. The development of

I Wrestling aa n branofc of athletics 
la aa ancient ah the human race, ami 
Ih an essentially manly exercise. It 
I tends to Rive strength and Drmnfts, 
j together with quickness and pliability 
'to the limbs, muscular vigor to the 
body and coolness and quick discrim- 
ination to the head, and to be In good 
[shape for a bout on the mat an athlete 
must be In the most perfect physical 
condition. There are as many styles 
j of wrestling as there are countries on 
I the face of the earth, but the most 
'popular and the one best known and 
most generally followed In the United 
States Is the Oraeco-Roman style, 
Bometlmes called, especially In Eng- 
land, the Continental style. 

Graeeo Roman wrestling first be- 
came popular In this country early In 
the seventies, when New York was In- 
vaded by a group of foreigners — Prof. 
William Miller, an Australian Her- 
cules; Chrlstol, a Frenchman; Bauer, 
an Alsatian, and Luclen Marc, a Bel- 
gian—who took the city by Etorm with 
the new game, and whose exhibitions 
crowded the biggest buildings from pit 
to gallery. The first of the big matches 
took place between Miller and Chrla-

tol, and lasted until after midnight 
Miller won. 

With the Japanese wrestling Is in- 
herent, and It is as much their na- 
tional sport as bull fighting is with 
the Spaniards, and It not only pro- 
vides entertainment for the masses, 
but Is also patronized by the nobility, 
who avoid the theater as vulgar and 
fit only for the common people. All 
Japanese wrestling is preceded by a 
lot of preliminary performances by 
the wrestlers— stamping of the feet, 
stretching of the arms, rinsing the 
mouth with water, wiping the face 
with paper and throwing salt into the 
ring— but when the wrestlers do get 
work there Is "something doing" 
the time. The wrestler who throws 
his opponent twice out of three times 
Is the victor. The method of gripping 
the antagonist is known as "te," or 
hands, of which there are four groups, 
known as throwing, grasping, twisting 
and. pending. These four groups are 
divided into 12 "te," or hands, so that 
there are 48 recognized holds.
